For most of her career, Jessie Radies worked 
for some of the world's largest fast-food chains, 
spreading the worldwide tentacles of compa- 
nies like Kentucky Fried Chicken, Dairy Queen 
and the colossus that is Starbucks. 

Today, Radies is on the other side of the din- 
ing divide, owning and operating the 35-seat 
Blue Pear fine dining restaurant. And instead 
of working for Col. Sanders, Radies is rallying 
local businesses and spreading the word on the 
virtues of buying local 

Radies is the driving force behind Original 
Fare, made up of a select group of some of €d- 
monton’s best known independent restaurants. 
The success of Original Fare, which Radies 
founded six years ago, begat a blossoming

Knowing other indie restaurants faced the 
same problem, she hit upon the idea of col 
laboration amongst the locals to help promote 
their businesses, and to perhaps give them 
some buying power as a group. Not everyone 


thought it was a good idea 





Some of them thought | was crazy, and oth- 


ers recognized that there may be some oppor 
tunities for us collectively. 

But Radies knew the value of businesses 
working together, 

“With my background in the franchising 
world, | knew there were dozens of ways we 
could collaborate 

Starting with a handful of the major inde 
pendent restaurants on board, Original Fare 
now has 16 members (including notables like 
Jack’s Grill, the Red Ox Inn and the Parkallen 
Restaurant) who have combined to give their 
employees a group benefits plan, a staff meal 
program that allows discounts for employ- 
ees to eat at other Original Fare restaurants, 
a cash-back loyalty program for customers, 
and a gift card valid at all member restaurants: 
Keeping with the local theme, Original Fare 
members are encouraged to use local produc- 
ers and products. food producers are invited 
to pitch their products at meetings of Original 
Fare members. 

When Original Fare gets up to about 30 
members, she says, it should have the muscle 
to negotiate better pricing with some of the 
larger global suppliers 

John Williams of the acclaimed Blue Plate 
Diner was one of the early converts to the 
cause. For Williams, Original Fare has been 
“hugely valuable” to his education as a restau 
Tateur. Sitting down at a table with some of Ed- 
monton's most experienced restaurant owners 
“was like going to school,” he recalls. 

Onginal Fare has allowed he and partner 
Rima Devitt to offer a benefits package to their 
employees that would not have been possible 
otherwise, and made it easier to buy local foods 
“instead of buying a béx of food from Califor- 
nia.” 

And just as important as the bottom line, 
Williams says Original Fare encourages mem- 


bers to be good corporate citizens on the social 
and environmental sides of the ledger 

But Original Fare doesn't come cheap, Radies 
says. There's a fee to join, and monthly dues. 
But she believes they're worth it 

It's as tool. If you use it, it will generate in 
come,” says Radies “if you join and just put 
the decal on your door, it’s not going to do any- 
thing for you

ing. “It can be a great sandwhich, or a great 
pizza.” 

Noting that their clientele was aging, Origi 
nal Fare has concentrated the bulk of its pro: 
motion to a spiffy website, to attract a younger 
crowd with plenty of that desirable disposable 
income 

Has it worked? Radies she says it has made a 
“huge difference” to her business. Before Orig 
inal Fare, growth was modest. Since Original 
Fare began, the Blue Pear has.seen growth in 
the 40 to 50 per cent range. 

When word of the success of Original Fare 
began to spread in the local business com 
munity, Radies was approached by other lo 
cal businesses to do the same thing for non 
restaurant businesses. About two years ago 
Keep Edmonton Original was born, dedicated 
to any locally-owned, independent business. 
That was followed about 18 months ago by Eat 
Local First, dedicated to local food producers 
which included a home delivery component 
of locally produced food products. Live Local 
has just started up in Wetaskiwin county, and 
beginning in the summer, once local produce 
is available, the Good Food Box will deliver a 
box of 10-12 seasonal items from regional pro: 
ducers. 

Until recently, the organizations were pretty 
much a one-woman show, but they have just 
incorporated a not-for-profit, and all of the 
campaigns will fall under the umbrella name 
Live Local Alberta. The additon of the word Al 
berta is deliberate — Radies wants to help food 
processors province-wide to sell their goods. 

“If you're an Alberta company or an Alberta 
farmer, we will help you sell your food.”

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SPENDING AT LOCAL INDEPENDENT SHOPS PRODUCES GREATER ECONOMIC IMPACT — AND MAKES YOU HAPPIER 





Studies show shopping locally pumps more dollars into 
economy — and may make you happier, 

So, what's the difference between spending your mon- 
ey at a.chain store or spending it at a local independent? 
A dollar's a dollar, right? 

Well, no. A mountain of evidence indicates that a dol- 
lar spent at an independent retailer goes a lot further in 
your community, And it might just make you happier to 
shop local. 

The San Francisco Economic Diversity study, conduct- 
ed In 2007, found local businesses buy more goods and 
services locally and employ more people per unit of sales, 
because they have no headquarters staff elsewhere. The 
study found for every $1 million spent at local bookstores, 
san example, created $321,000 in additional economic 
activity, including $119,000 in wages paid to locals.

One million spent at a chain bookstore generates only 
$188,000 in local economic activity, including $71,000 in 
local wages, the study found 

And it wouldn't take a substantial change in consumer 
spending for the economic benefits to be felt. the study. 
concluded. If consumers shifted just 10 per cent of their 
spending to locals, that would generate $192 million in 
economic activity in San Francisco, and 1.300 new jobs. 

Another study, from 2004 study and based in the 
Andersonville neighbourhood on Chicago's north side, 
found that spending $100 at one of the independent 
businesses in the neighbourhood created $68 in addi- 
tlonal economic activity, but only $43 when spent at a 
chain. Another study from 2002, in Austin, Texas found 
that spending $100 at a Borders bookstore — a giant U.S. 
chain — created $13 worth of economic activity, com- 





pared to $45 when spent at two locally-owned record 
and book stores. The difference, the study found, was at- 
tributed to a higher local payroll at the indy stores, since 
none of their operations took place outside the city, the 
local stores bought more local goods and services: and 
the local store pumped a larger share of their profits into 
the local community. 

And as an extra added bonus, shopping locally may 
also make you ... happier. 

Mark Anielski is. an expert in measuring the sustainable 
well-being of communities. The Edmonton economist, 
writerand thinker created the Genuine Wealth model and 
Genuine Progress Indicators (GPI) as well-being evalua~ 
tion tools. Anielski teaches corporate social responsibility 
and social entrepreneurship at the School of Business at 
the University of Alberta. 


“We know that from the perspective of contributing to 
individual happiness, if you shop at local farmer's markets 
you are likely to encounter many more relationships with 
vendors, friends, and neighbours than you would at your 
typical Save-On, Safeway of Superstore.” Anielski says. 

“Happiness research shows that relationships contrib- 
ute about 40 per cent to your overall well-being or hap- 
piness” he says. Fifty per cent is genetic and the quality 
of your home family life; 10 per cent related to income, 
education and location, 

“So one could say that shopping local actually canam- 
plify your happiness. 

Buying local, he says, is "good for maintaining enduring 
relationships, where money Is simply a medium of that 
interrelationship with others.”

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There are two ways to look at the 
defection of Calgary Alberta Liberal 
MLA Dave Taylor, who left the party 
to sit as an independent on Monday. 

To the outside world, it's a bad day 
for the official Opposition when 
an already small caucus loses one 
of its most confident speakers and 


| high-profile members. When you've 


only got nine members of caucus, 
losing one body hurts a lot, both in 
public perception and in finances to 
the caucus (an MLA is worth about 
$65,000 in funding). And when the 
departing member leaves in a spec- 
tacularly classless way, saying Leader 
Dr. David Swann “seems to be living 
on another planet,” then its a bad 
day for the Little Red Machine. 

On the inside, however, it's not 
such a bad day. I'm not going to sug- 
gest that members of the Alberta 


Liberal caucus spent Monday after- 
noon popping champagne corks, but 
I guarantee you nobody was weeping 
over Taylor's departure. It's not very 
often that a cancer excises itself, so 
there is cause for celebration 

‘There's a reason why Dave Tay- 
lor didn't win the leadership of the 
Liberals, despite a well financed and 
professionally run campaign and his 
high profile in Calgary — nobody 
likes the guy. 

1 say this from personal experi- 
ence. When | was an MLA (sorry to 
keep harping on this), my office was 
sandwiched between Dave Taylor's 
and David Swann’. | spoke regularly 
to the good doctor, an innately kind 
man of bottomless good intentions. 
One day he came into my office just 
to see how I was doing, since he de- 
tected that | was not happy with my 
lot in life at the time. I never had any 
kind of conversation like that with 
Taylor. Nobody did 

To say Taylor has an ego is like say- 
ing Rosie O'Donnell could stand to 
lose a few pounds. A former radio 
talk show host, Taylor was accus- 
tomed to hearing himself talk, and 
expected everyone to hang on his 
every word, He was prone to pro- 
fane tantrums when he felt he wasn't 
treated with the respect he thought 
he deserved. 


His method of departure from the 
party speaks volumes about the kind 
of person Dave Taylor is 

Instead of letting his caucus col 
leagues know he was quitting — 
which would have been the decent 
thing to do by any standards — he 
gave Calgary Sun ding-dong colum 
nist Rick Bell the exclusive. (Bell 
returned the favour by calling Tay- 
lor “their best guy.”) Sources tell me 
that Taylor sent in his resignation 
letter to Swann via email past 11:30 
p.m. Sunday night, so the first any- 
one heard about his departure was 
when the story hit the papers Mon- 
day morning. 

Taylor's decision to quit was for- 
mulated for maximum exposure. He 
artfully arranged to get coverage in 
the Sun papers and TV on Monday, 
followed by stories and columns in 
the Journal and Herald on Tuesday. 
He held a press conference/photo 
op in Calgary on Monday, complete 
with a new personal logo, a slogan, 
a backdrop, business cards, and a 
revamped website, pretty impressive 
for a guy who only made up his mind 
to quit the party recently. I'll say this 
for Taylor: the guy knows how to 
work the media. 

His comments about Swann were 
personal and insulting, which were

| Little did I suspect spring would stab 
us all-in the back the very night that 
| I finally set foot in, The Dish. After 
a pretty nice long weekend, having 
| a blizzard jammed down our throats 
| by door-rattling gusts of Arctic wind 
| lefts in need of some consolation. It 
was by complete coincidence that we 
set course for the cozy dining room 
| of just 40 seats that's the resto-face 
® | of caterer The Runaway Spoon — I 
believe the actual rationale was that 
it was nearby — because only when 
we took our seats and saw the menu 
did we remember we'd picked a noted 
purveyor of the hearty, homestyle re- 
pasts roughly. described by “comfort 
food.” What other phrase can you 
apply to a place that keeps tomato 
basil cream soup, sweet potato shep- 








herd's pie, gourmet mac and cheese, 
and good ol’ sandwiches on its regu 
lar menu? 

We took the table farthest from the 
drafty entrance in a corner warmed 
by the murmur of adjacent tables 
and the aroma of their meals. That's 
right, I look right at what you're eat- 
ing when I sit next to you in restau~ 
rants, What of it? 

Choosing took serious deliberation, 
but co-diner quizzed our server and 
calculated that the chicken with arti 
chokes ($15) from the specials menu 
was her best bet. Peering out the 
window at the horizontal missiles of 
snow, | decided the rustic lamb stew 
($17.95) sounded like the right fuel 


meal, don't you? Crisp, fresh greens, 
crunchy vegetables and a subtly as- 
sertive vinaigrette make whatever 
comes next feel a little bit healthier. 
The honey greens, so called for its 
red wine-honey vinaigrette, made for 
the ideal palate-cleanser, simplicity- 
wise 

It's my belief that the definition of 
comfort food is imprinted on you at 
an early age. One of the dream-tastic 
childhood sense-memories I have 
about food is sitting in a canvas- 
sided pop-up trailer in the rain after 
a long day on the road in the family 
wagon and finally, way past the usual 
supper hour, having a steaming bowl 
of my mom's homemade beef stew 


that needed no butter came on the 
side for mopping up. My mom sti 
has the edge, though 

My co-diner's chicken and art 
chokes in a creamy sauce came frest: 
from the oven beside a big heap « 
“dirty” garlic mashed potatoes — tha 
means some of the skins are still ; 
there, by the way. Buttery morsel 
of chicken and artichoke heart 
spooned over potatoes sounds |i) 
pretty good comfort food to me, bi 
my co-diner thought a few steame 
veggies on the side might have br. 
ken up the monotony of richness 

We felt pretty sure we'd pass on the 
dessert tray until our server pointe: 
out the bread pudding with mango 





for my internal furnace. A half order 
of the honey greens ($5.95) would 
get things started 

In the brief lull before the salad 
came, I noticed that it was actually 
pretty easy to hear what people at the 
adjacent tables were talking about 
That's right, I listen in on your con 
versations when I sit next to you in 
restaurants. What of it? 

I prefer a salad that feels like it's 
clearing the way for the rest of the

LOCAL FEATURE FILM MAKERS TAKE ADVANTAGE 
OF THE BIG BUDGET FILM SLUMP IN OUR CITY, 
AND SET OUT TO MAKE SOME MONEY

Money is being made in Edmonton. No shocker if you're 
thinking the big bills, we're in Oil City after all, but what 
might surprise you is that Money is a feature film being 
shot in our ghost of a movie town. 

It's no secret that Edmonton's in a movie-making slump. 
With literally every other province boasting some form of 
tax credit to their film industry while Alberta offers none, 
we fall short of the incentives that bring in the big shots 
with their big money and their big opportunities for local 
growth; which means not only a lack of work, but a lack 
of future promise for talented film crews, actors and the 
teams that make them look good 

But Lightframe Entertainment, an Edmonton-based 
production company, is “The Little Engine That Could.” 
Amidst our sluggish film industry, local film-makers Ken 
Nemetchek, Wes Miron and Curtis Penner are doing what 
only a few others are doing; they're making a feature mov- 
ie. True, they have a “shoestring” budget and ambitions 
so large that they should technically cripple the project, but 
they've discovered a city full of support 

“€dmonton has been amazing to us,” says Nemetchek, 
writer, director and one of five producers. “Everything 
we've needed we've gotten. Most people that have our bud- 
get think very small and I have always, right from the get 
go, thought very big and every time we knock on a door it 
opens 

Locations were given for free out the generosity of local 
business owners, permit fees were waived by the city and 
even Mayor Stephen Mandel is on board trying to figure 
out how the city can be involved in subsequent projects 

And with a very small but invested crew, they're almost 








there. Now in the final hours of their total 23-day shoot 
after months in the editing suite and only one month until 
the Cannes Film Festival, they're pulling it off 

Their film, Money, is about greed. Sixty-five-year-old 
Otto has worked his entire life at a gold refinery and has 
stolen, on average, two ounces of gold every day. The entire 
movie takes place in a 24-hour-time period when Bob, an 
young ne’er-do-well with nefarious ambitions, holds Otto 
and a bar full of people hostage while two henchmen set 
out to break into Otto's house and find out where there gold 
is. “And things go horribly wrong,” says Nemetchek in 2 
scary voice. 

“Ultimately it’s a story about responsibility. It asks what's 
the point of ill-gotten gain. It's a movie with heart, It's got a 
lot of comedy in it and a lot of drama.” 

You can't miss the irony of a movie called Money, centered 
around the acquisition of gold, made by a team that has 
proven that you don’t need much of it to do great things. 

This is just the beginning for Lightframe Entertainment 
The company's mandate has never been to just make a 
movie, They are thinking of the future, of the next five 
films they will make, and the ones to follow those. 

“This is my first feature film,” says Nemetchek, despite 
the fact he’s a seasoned corporate video producer. “I’m not 
expecting it to be great in every way that it’s been executed 
Going forward, the technique will get better and I'll make 
different decisions and we'll learn from the past and make 
better films every time.” 

Their hopes for Cannes are to sell the movie and make 
relationships with future distributors and broadcasters. 





They'll be an unknown this year, but they'll form the ba 
of future suecess, Which means success for Edmonton. 
‘There's a lot of talent in this city,” says Nemetchek 
There's a lot of heart. There's not a lot of ability to be in 
the arts and pay the bills. If we can figure out a way of mak 
ing a viable industry here, it’s a step.”

The Girl with the Dragon Tattoo 
opens in Edmonton with some real 
world back-story. It's already a huge 
box office hit in Europe where it's 
made $100 million worldwide since 
its debut at Cannes last year, Based 
on the wildly successful first book of 
a trilogy published posthumously af- 
ter the controversial sudden death of 
its author at age 50, it’s the highest 
grossing Scandinavian film in histo: 
ry. The question yet to be answered 
is whether North American audienc

I had the chance to speak with 
Danish director Niels Arden Opal 
about his involvément with Europe's 
biggest selling movie of the year.

The 
vast stillness of a snow-shrouded 
Sweden becomes a fascinating char 
acter in itself. “The cinematographer 
envisioned a very calm, wide-screer 
film,” Opal explains. “We dared to let 
the camera stand. There are a lot of 
moments where the film rests and 
you are alone with the character anc 
exploring their human side 

Steeped in the tradition of Scandi 
navian film-making, with long, lir 
gering shots and intense silence, thi 
movie is a slow burn, which may or 
may not hold North American audi 
ences’ attention 

But Opal stands behind the art of 
the film and it's visual style. “I thin 
the visual style of the film worked t 
make it an even more character-driv 
en drama, which was my vision a 
the time. That | think is the strengt 
of the film.”

A home movie from a gathering 
at North Cooking Lake in the 1930s, 
which shows men participating in

shift ring, indicates that wrestling 
has a long history in Alberta 

Wrestling as we've come to know 
it is shown in a clip from a 1958 pro 
duction from CFRN TV of a pro- 
gram called Wrestling at Ringside, a 
rare look at live television from TV's 
infancy (the highlight is a live and 
conceptually-baffling commercial 
for Cal’s, a men’s wear store) 

The bulk of the film night is made 
up of an Ontario wrestling produc- 
tion called Super Stars of Wrestling, 
which aired on what was then ITV in 
the 1970s.

However, when you're a songwrit- 
er who depends on stories of struggle 
to influence your work the life of a 
housewife isn’t exactly conducive to 
channelling the feeling of prairie-life 
strife that is Nathan's bread and but- 
ter. 

“I don't have really any struggle 
right now, which I feel guilty about, 
because both of my grandmothers 
struggled so much in their lives so 
I'm trying to tap into their lives a 
little bit,” she says. 

The struggle she speaks of came 
during the Second World War when 
Canadians of Japanese decent were 
rounded up by the federal govern- 
ment and shipped to internment 
camps in Alberta. 

“My grandfather ended up com- 
mitting suicide because he became 
an alcoholic, because his whole way 
of supporting a family was taken 
away,” Latimer says.

“And they ended up living in 
shack on a beet farm, and he was re 
ally demoralized. [ have a song about 
my grandmother who told me these 
stories about how every month sh« 
would pack up her suitcase and hit 
the road because she was leavin, 
him, but she would never leave, anc 
he would run after her and it becam 
a sort of ritual they would do.” 

To help capture the lonely sound: 
of prairie adversity Latimer picke 
up an unusual instrument in 2003 t 
help the band nail down “Discarde: 
Debris" on 2004's Jimson Weed 

The instrument was the theremin 
a weird-looking device consisting o 
a mechanical box with two antennac 
protruding from it — one to contre 
the volume, the other the pitch. 

“It sounds like the musical saw, but 
I'm too weak to play the musical sav. 
I think, my little arms can't get a tune 
out of it, so its got that sci-fi soun 
too,” explains Latimer. “I think of 1 
as a ghostly opera singer.” 

And sort of like her two children 
she's never quite sure how the ther 
emin will behave from venue to ver 
ue, explaining that tuning the instru 
ment relies entirely upon the space 
its being played in. 

“You can't be too critical of your 
self, because it's pretty scary to bring 
out live, especially because it's differen 
in each setting and you have to adjust 
the pitch a little bit depending on th: 
ceiling height, because there's no real 
structure to it, its all by feel and by 
ear so if you're confident with you: 
ear you'll be a good theremin player.

spinsters,” Vlaskalic says. “When we 
started writing this play we looked 
at these women and asked, ‘how 
could they be so blind?’ How could 
they not have seen all these obvious 
tricks, but really it could be anyone 
of us. Love is blind.” 

So that answers the first question 
Despite Smith’s trail of waterlogged 
bodies, the women fell prey, because 
of their longing to escape the status 
of social lepers —a stigma that wom 
en continue to face, Graham says. 

“We found this out by talking tc 
women who have seen the show and 
it's not so outdated. There is still 
that pressure not to be alone, and tc 
find that perfect someone,” Graharr 
adds. “I guess in some ways we hope 
you can walk out of there and forgive 
yourself if you were in a situation 
| where you think, ‘what was I think 
ing?’” 

Originally written as a two-hander 
the pair, alongside director Char 
lie Tomlinson, decided to bring in 2 
third actress (Natascha Girgis) and a 
bathtub. 

So far the play has been received 


enthusiastically, seeing sold-out runs 
in Richmond, B.C. and Saskatoon 
during its latest tour. 

However, the production has its 
difficulties 

“It always behaves differently, 
Graham says about the water in the 
tubs. "It shoots up your nose, some 


times your ears get plugged, and sc 
sometimes you're acting waiting for 
| it to drain out of your ear, or you 
come out with some hilarious hair 
styles.” 

The plugged ears and noses full of 
water might be happy accidents, but 
the fate of the poor women weren't 
| accidents, and certainly weren't 
happy which leaves us with the final 
question: what exactly is the best way 
| to drown someone in the tub? 
| “One of the things that makes the 
case so famous is that it was one of 
the first times the police used foren 
sics,” Graham says. 

“That's one of they big things we 
reveal in the play: how he did it, 
so it's something you have to see,” 
Viaskalic adds. 

So no spoilers here, folks.
